HE beginning of this Month Count Be- 
rezeni having left a ftrong Guard in all 
: the Pofts on the Ifland Schur, pafs’d the 


Danube and march’d with his Body of 


. Troops towards Tirnau, whence he made 
a Detachment of 4000 Men, who advanc’d to the 
River Marck , pafs'd it, defeated fome Troops of 
Dragoons which were pofted to defend that Frontier 
of Moravia, then burnt. 3 Villages and retit’d over 
the Marck agen with a great Booty of Cattle. This 
‘News being brought hither a Detachment of Foot of 
the Succours lately arriv’d here from the Upper Au- 
ftria were order’d to march to the River Marck, to 
oppofe the like Incurfions for the future. About the 
fame time, the greater part of 3000 Men of the Re- 
gular Troops pofted in the Lines about this Gity, 
were fent to joyn General Heifter who was then En- 
amp'd at Jarndorff. The 2 Hungarian Deputies, who 
went from hence the 25th of June with the Emper- 
our’s Declaration upon the feveral Heads of the Grie- 
vances they had laid before him on the part of the 
Malecontents, being arriv’d at Papa the beginning of 
this Month, General Forgatz, and Count Caroli, with 
others of the chief of the Malecontents repair’d thi- 
ther, as did the Count de Lamberg on the part of 
the Emperor, and alfo the Archbifhop of Colozza in 
‘Quality of Mediator ; and by the aforefaid 2 Depu- 
ties the Elector Palatine, the Emperor, and the King 


of the Romans fent the following Lettets to the Arch- 
bithop of Colozza. 
The Elector Palatine’s Letter. 


THe Contents of the Reprefentation and Demands 
made by the 2 Deputies, who came hither from 

your Lordfhip, were fuch as we did not expec ; but 

were fome of them drawn up in fuch a Form, and of 

fuch Importance, that had the fame been propos’d by 

a King to another King his equal, the latter would 

have {crupled to return any Anfwer to them, before 

fome Amendments were made to them. But the 

ufual Tendernefs of your moft Illuftrious Lord and 

moft. gracious Soveraign for all Men, and efpecially 

for his Subjects ; and his defire to re-eftablith Peace 

as {oon as poffible in his beloved Hungary, have pre- 

vail'd in your favour. And tho’ we were almoft a- 

fham’d to be urgent with him in fuch a Cafe, yet we 

took more Pains than could be defir'd of us, to in- 

duce the Emperor to pafs over all Obftacles, and 

vouchfafe to open his Royal Mind to your Deputies. 

We doubt not but they will fatisfy you of this, and 

fufficiently make known the Emperor's Intentions ; 

_and that you will perceive that nothing more nor 
better can be offer’d at this Juncture ; and therefore 
that the fame deferves to be thankfully accepted, by 
all {uch Hungarians as would be efteem’d Chriftians 
and reafonable Men. We hope it will be accepted 
accordingly, and earneftly befeech the Divine Good- 
nefs that the foundations of a Treaty being (as we 
truft) fo happily laid, ic may be carried on and con- 
- cluded to the Satisfaction of the Imperial Houfe and 
of its Subjects, and that the Commotions of Hun- 
gary may be quieted. We likewife intreat your

The Emperor’s Letter. 


Eopold, &c, The 2 Deputies return to you with 
L my An{wer, which is a ample, tho’ sae than 
one Reafon might have induc’d me to refufe or at 
leaft retard it, till thofe curbulent Subje@s who ra- 
vage their Native Country and my other Hereditary 
Provinces, had fhewn by Actions as well as Words, 
a more fincere Defire of Peace. 

However, out of a Fatherly Affection for the Hun- 
garian Nation, a Defire to re-eftablifh Union without 
Delay, and to prevent greater Evils, I have thonght 
fit to pafs over many things. The moft Serene King 
of the Romans, my deareft Son, and rhe Elector Pa- 
latine, foliicic this Affair without ceafing, and have 
promis'd me a happy Iffue of it. I affure my {elf 
that = will likewife labour to bring it to that [ffue, 
and I expect your Anfwer thereupon as foon as is 
poffible. I will give neceflary Orders for the reft, 
affuring you of my Imperial Favour, of which I will 
give you freth Proofs daily. :

The King of the Romans Letter: 
I felt no little difturbance when I was inform’d what 
the Malecontents of Hungary have done and faid ; 


~ fo that feeing Affairs continue to go ill, I dusf hard- 


ly open my Lips to the Emperor my Lord and Fa- 
ther, to defire him once more to grant them his Par- 
don : But the Hereditary Piety and Clemency of his 
Imperial Majefty embolden’d me, as did alfo the 
good Offices of the Elector Palatine. My fincere Af- 
fection for the Hungarian Nation, has not only, 
mov’d me, but even conftrain’d me, to ufe all En- 
deavours to bring this Affair to a happy Conclufion, 
as your 2 yw will more amply inform you. I 
promife my felf thar the Hungarians will not render 
my Services ufeleis, at leaft that you will endeavour 
to prevent their doing fo, and that you will rather do 
all that lies in your Power that Peace being fettled I 
may come into the Kingdom of Hungary, alone, or 
with his Imperial Majefy, to refide there fome time, 
which I would very gladly do. I fhould have done 
it long fince, would the Circumftances of my Affairs 
have permitted me. I fhall not be wanting on my 
Part, to contribute as much as is poffible to the Wel- 
fare of the Kingdom, and the Happinefs of the Peo- 
ple on which depends my own. In the mean time 

affure you of my Royal Protection.
